The 
name is certainly well chosen 
according to Godnin's style for 
ir not only echoes the Mande- 
ville who wrote abour man in 
society in The Falle of The 
Bees, but it has an appropriate 
suggestion of Man Devil.

Mary 
Wollstonecraft, famnus author 
of 4 Yirdicarion of thc Rights 
of Woman. whan lad died tra- 
gically a few days after Mary's 
birth in 1797. 

T would guess that «he is tha 
origin and the moadel for Mary 
Shelley's choice of the ville key. 
Shelley and Mary were ful 
familiar with rhe story of 
s mother and wirh her 
writings. Had they nar doe- 
clared their Inve orer her 
grave in Šr Pancras Church- 
yard ?

On 9 October, 1fR17. Mary's 
Journal records thar she and 
Shelley read Sr Leon alinud. At 
this time Frankenstein was be- 
ing finalized tûr the printer and 
both Mary and Sheliey' plaved 
a part in the last «tages, Shelley, 
fnr example, writing the Pre- 
face. The baok begins and ends 
wirh a series of letters from 
Robert Walton, an explorer 
struck in thê ice near the North 
Pole which describes bis mett- 
ing Frankeastein. 

Walton is thus a pre-shadnw 
fand aftershudaow) af Franken. 
stein. almost as Fanatical in his 
search for the pole as Franken- 
stein is in his pursuit of the 
secret of life and his chase of 
the Monster.

Danes 
Margaret Saville signify Mary 
Shelley in some kind of private 
joke berweern Marv and Shel 
ley, in which Godwin may have 
shared ?' There is nn hint or 
clue anywhere among Marv's 
surviving letters or journals 
during the vears when she 
might have been cxpected iu 
have pointed out the key. After. 
the publication of Shelley's 
poetical works in 1839 she must 
have decided to forset it altn- 
gether.

In 
Recollections of Italy, published 
in 1824, SheHey is described 
under the pseudonym of 
Edmund Malvile. Ir can now 
be seen thar in the 1830s she 
took a decision to resume Writ- 
ing romans dû clef under the 
samme key. Her descriptions of 
Shelley are all wrirten about 
characters whose names include 
variants ‘of wille, 
In writing successful romans 
d clef ir is vital to separate 
clearly what is intended to be 
fact from what is intended to 
be fiction. You can write true 
stories about fictitious people, 
or you can describe real people 
and put them in fictitious situa“ 
tious. To mix the two methods 
leads to confusion and tends 
to destroy the credibility of the 
whole exercise. Mary chose the 
second method—~descrzbing, real 
people in fictiüous stories— 
and it is only the descriptions 
of the characters with uille 
names which the reader should 
regard as true, not the story. 
This means that the relevant 
character sketches can be care 
fully buried where the unsus- 
pecting reader might overlook 


em. 

In The Mourner published 
in 1830 Shelley appears under 
the name Horace Neville. Then 
in_ The Dream. published in 
1832, Mary herself appears as 
a beautiful lady mer from 
a long Jef, 
Countess de Villeneuve. :

In 1832 Mary em- 
barked on a new fullscale

Shelley bad greatly admired 
the literary technique, invented 
by Mary’s father, Godwin, of

personahity. Mary herself had 
used the technique to marvel- 
lous effect in Frankenstein, 
What could be more apprn- 
priate therefore rhan to intro- 
duce two key figures, 
representing two aspects of 
Shelley, each with a different 
ville, Edward Villiers, and 
Horatio Saville ? 

This method gave Mary more 


` opportunities for description 


and also allowed Shelley to be

Mary was already at work on 
a new novel The Last Man, 
when Sir Timothy's prohibition 

„ arrived, burt when it was pub- 
` lished ia 1826 (anonymously as 
. her agreement required) his 
anger broke out again. She bad 
included among her characters 
in the novel thinly veiled por- 
traits both of Shelley and 
Byron : these were immediately 
recognized ; and the name af 
the author was widely published. 

Sir Timothy probably did not 
read the book (his advice to 
Shelley’s xounger brother was 
“Never read a book, Johnnie, 
and vovw'll be a rich man”) but 
when he discovered that Mary 
had apparenly broken ber 
agreement an immediate stop 
was ordered to her allowance. 
1r required the patient iuter« 
vention of lawyers to establish 
that the fault for releasing the 
name’ of the author lay with 
the publisher and payment was 
resumed. But it had been a 
near thing. Mary could not sur- 
vive without the money. Fer 
son, Percy Florence Shelley, 
had to be educated, and her 
father, Godwir, and her step- 
mother seemed fated to an old 
age of povérty and misery. 

Ar e end of 1826 came the 
death af Charles Shelley. the 
poer's son bv his first marriage, 
By the terms of the eqtail on 
the property, Percy Florence 
now became Sir Timothy's heir, 
due to inherit the baronetcy ;

above E£60.000 and an income 
of £5.000-£7,000 a year. The time

The United States and Britain 
have rradivcionally had in com. 
mon a distrust of puolic sub» 
sidy for the arts. There bas 
always been a strong puritan 
ethic in both countries suggest- 
ing that those who want tha 
arts ‘should pay for the artg— 
although few would apply ‘such 
principles to say, health or 
education. 

Our niggardly artirude. 
towards public subsidy stems 
from the puritanical feeling 
that the arts if not actually 
evil are certainly unnecessary. 

In America, if anything, 
these puritanical concepts were 
even more rigid. That the per- 
forming arts survived at all 
was due to private Patrons. 

Bur over the years, the rich 
were largely pkrased out by tax- 
ation, and a more democratic 
basis was seen as desirable for 
the arts. 

The American institutions 
had found a champion iu the 
various foundation funds, ‘and’ 
later big business, and mass 
fund-<raising aJ] helped to take 
up the slack between expend- 
iture and box-office returns, 

In ‘1966 he federal govern. 
ment initiated the national 
endowment for the arts and

To hear the story ‘as .ûne 
visits rhe rtins-“is ' to gain a 
small insighr ino the passin 
foolishness of man. Althou, 
the city has succumbed to time 
aud the jungle the great sta- 
tues of Lord Buddha remain at 
the Gaî Vihara and these “are 
among the sights to be: seen at 
Polonnaruwa, 

A Jirtle nearer to Colombo, 
though by only a few miles,’ is 
the fortress rock of Sigiriya. It 
is a stupendous sight, just for 
itself, but its place in the 
island's hist is another rea- 
sgn for visiring it.

After te disaster to the 
Labour Party in 1931 hie set 
himself to pick up the pieces. 
Though he distrusted iumtcllec- 
ruals, he was willirg io give 
us young wen a lead in back- 
ing The New Clarion (for which 
I used to write). He backed 
G. D. H. Cole's pew Socictr for 
Socialist Inguiry an} Prop 
ganda _ urtil the instrument 
broke in kis hands, corfirming 
his distrust for mere intel 
lectuals. 

The Labour movement sSUf- 
fered from having nn voice in 
the press. It was Bevin again 
who remedied  rhat, He 
managed to acquire the domi- 
nating interest in 1he Nally 
Herald for the movement — 
“my paper” — and when be 
became a world figure anû 3 


real international statesman 
that was the paper he turned 
to first. 


He was, remarkably, one of 
the . first to see the tolly of 
our return to the gold standard, 
and again the folly of pursuing 
disarmamert in the Thirties, 


when Hitler was working 
Germany all hours for the 
Secoud World War. Just as 


Bevin was right against the 
orthadox econramists. sn he was 
right about appeasement against 
the politicians, and saw the 
nnzessity of re-armirg before 
Attlee and Morrison did. 

I used to notice ar Labour 
Party conferences that Attlee 
stopped doodling to listen when 
Bevin spoke ; and, though T was 
on the Jeft, I never heard Bevin 
speak but I was intellectrally 
convinced by what he said—ths 


sheer uaanswerable rightness 
of it. 
This was the clue to the 


famous scene of his dismissal 
of George Lansbury’s pacifism 
and from the leadership of the 
Labour Party at the Brighton 
conference in 1935. What was 
the point of pacifism against an 
armed Nazi Germeny? 

I did not think Bevin’s atri- 
tude “ brutal "—le was deeply 
moved by Hitlers destrvstinn 
af. “our people", the trade 
unions and social democrats. 
Bevin was a realist; tlie 
reeliries of the siruation were 
harsh and had ta be confronted 
squarely, 
` When the war came, Bevin's 
contribution as Minister of 
Labour was prodigious, second 
only to Churchill's in winning 
the war. Bevin organized the 
whole of British manpower, 
and womannower, for national 


service with maximum effi- 
ciency and the minimum of 
disturbance. 


No wonder hen Churchill 
was stunned with the Labhnyur 
victory of 1945, he consoled 
himself with: “Beçin ;s 
Foreign Secretary, and he. is as 
firm as a rock.” Şo he was. 
When tbe , Communists were 
ıear to taking orer Greece, it 
was Bevin who forced tha 
United States to see the 
danger, take a hand and stop 
the ror. 

Altogether, Bevin vas a won- 
derfu]l fellow, second only tn 

hurchill in our time. FT find 
his last words, a few days be- 
fore he died, very touching: 
You know, I've bean think- 
ing. Perhaps I haçen't done 
too hadly by the Herald. Or 
the trade unions, Or perhaps 
eren the nation.”

.Ernest Bevin was an indubit- 


ably grea: man, Clem Auzrlee, 
most unenthusiasric of men, 
called. bim the greatest trade 
unionist of his time and one of- 
the oustanding Englishmen of 
thar generation, well worthy to 
stand historically alougside 
Churchill. 

Most of what was construc» 
tive.in the Labour movement in 
his time we owed to Bevin: 
from him it had real leadership. 
He was above all a builder, 
Attlee confesses himself prowl 
to bave kuown him—so am 1: 
Bevin was a wonderful man. 

And nor only when „one con- 
siders the handicaps with which 
he started life. He was nor a bit 
sentimental about that, never 
complaiced öf his hard luck, 
and had ıo inferiority complex. 
He had none of the minority- 
mirledness which is the bane 
of the Labour movement. . 

He was majority-minded, 
with .the . born instiact to 
rule and organize and goverd : 
though he had the ruth- 
lessness necesgary to leadership, 
he always identified himself 
with the people he belouged to 
—“ my people ”, he always said. 
He had great humanity and 
compassion; as Artlee says, 
Bevin had some difficulty, a5 
Foreign Secretary, in meeting 
a type like Molotov who, he 
knew, hed been “ guilty of great 
many innocent 


This was a side of Bern 
which the world did not sed 
much OF; Dut it was there all 
the ‘time. He was immensely 
we might say, from tha familiar 
rotund figure he made 
enormously human. And he was 
quite as skilled at negotiation 
as Molotov—“ Stone Bottom ”—— 
and could out-sit him. 

The communist «Molotov was 
middle-class, his real name 
Scriabin and a cousin of the 
composer. Bevin was the son of 
an; agricultural Jazbourer, dead 
before he was born—a hundred 
years ago today—and a mother 
wha wore herself out with work 
and died when. the boy was 
seven.

—against great opposition—the 
overworking of horses. 

He never minded about 
oppositian, which he encouraged 
all his life. 1 think he got his 
strong, straight principles from 
the Nonconformist training of 
his remarkable mother; ir 
youth he was for a time a local 
preacher. Then came the cun- 
version to socialist principles £ 
he was a.late developer. 
` He found .his tee bent in 
organizing the casual labour 
at the docks in. Bristol, then he 
was transferred to London 
where he could operate on a 
national scale. He had an in- 
stinct for organization—and .he 
used the weapon of strikes dis- 
criminatingly and construc- 
tively, always with a good end 
im view, never merely destruc- 
tively. He gradualiy built up the 
Transport and General Workers” 
Union into the biggest of the 
lot. Ir was significaat that when 
be built Transport House, the 
Labour Party's headquarters 
took shelter under his roof. .

and, so long as she has nothing but 
obsalete weaponry with which to 
counter Soviet retaliation, she çari- 
nat be expected to concede ir. And 
so. if the West is to help tle 
Afghans, it must also help Pakistan 
to purt her defenceş in order. India 
would, certainly, object to this on 
the grounds that her national 
securiry would be threatened, 

There is no valid reason to believe 
that it would be and, since India 
.as a favourite Soviet beneficiary has 
been at pains to spare her bene- 
factor international embarrassment 
over Afghanistan, we can be 
expected to subordinate our own 
iuterests to hers and, indirectly, to 
the Soviet Union’s. The liberals and 
not-so-liberals of rhe West would, 
no doubt, also object : arguing that 
ta assist a dictatorial regime such as 
Pakistar’s was wrong. 

Certainly, it would be indefensible 
if we were to succour a regime as 
odiously irhuman as_ Cambodia’s 
former Khmer Rouge. Equally, in a 
different senge, it would be wrong 
if we were to provide a potengial 
enemy with arms which might later 
be tuned against ourselves. But 
such cansideratons ro more apply 
to the” i regime than they 
do to the eoually autocratic regime 
of, say, Saudi Arabia which has Ions 
been a Western beneficiary. Where 
our owa vital interests so clearly 
demand that we should give 
Pakistaa what she needs to defend 
herself, such objections to our doing 
so are palpably trivial. 

We cannot, er, dismiss the 
unequivocal objections of the Gulf 
states to the deployment of any 
Western forces in them. Without 
their consent, not a soldier of ours 
can set foot in the Gulf and there 
1š not the least prospect of their 
giving it. Why then invest our hopes 
m a plan which is unacceptable to 
those whom it is intended to help 
and which. given the nature of the 
Soviet threat, could not in any event 
be effective ? The only answer to 
Soyiet promoted and protected 
revolution is counterrevolution. 
Thar is the inescapable truth.

The fact is that 
South African troops are increas. 
inğly often engaged with Angolan 
regular forces, quite apart from 
the fighting between South 
Africans and the Swapo guer- 
rillas- (who maintain their 
strength despite enormous 
casualties) and betweszn Angolan 
regulars and the Savimbi rebel 
guerrillas, who are secretly sup- 
ported and kept in the field by 
South Africa. If at any time 
Cuba and Russia wish to engage 
in a new war to strengthen their 
hold in. Africa, the situation is 
increasingly favourable. 

It was because South Africa 
could see. the dangers of an 
escalating war that the serrle- 
ment so nearly succeeded. Soutk 
Africa accepted the United 
Nations role, suitably defined, 
and Swapo, hoping for a peaceful 
Mugabe-type victory at the polls, 
made concessions to South Africa 
so as to make elections possibls., 
These were the fruits of western 
diplomacy. They could Have been 
salvaged even after Geneva, but 
for this latest intervention at the 
United Nations. If they are to be 
resuscitated, it will now be by 
a decision of the Reagan 
Administration.

Ir is hy now almost a foregone 
conclusion that on Tuesday the 
Chancellor’s Budget speech will 
be accompanied by a cut ir 
minimum lending rate. The 
question which is #exercising 
City minds is what size the cut 
will be. 

It is a curious comment upon 
stock market affairs tha equity 
fund managers, keener perhaps 
on a government U-turn to re- 
viralize British industry, are 
more optimistic about a larger 
reducrion than the managers of 
the new breed of gil unit 
trusts. Gilt manaŞers, to a man 
and woman, are predicting a 
cut in MLR of 2 per cent. 

The question for them is how 
far this has already been antici 
pared by the short end of the 
gilt market, Conventional wis- 
dom has it that rhe main bene- 
ficiaries of interest rate reduc- 
tions are in skhort-dated stocks, 
but not all fund managers are 
row pinging their faith on this 
sector.
